Suggested letter from General Canine to Admiral Rimitz 

1. This letter is concerned with the effect on SCAMP 1954 
of the transfer of the Institute for Numerical Analysis from the 
Bureau of Standards to the University of California (Lob Angeles). 

2. If SCAMP 1954 is to be held at UCLA it is necessary for 
the University and OHR to agree. The modus operandi 1 b for the 
Uhlversity to propose to OER that the former conduct such a project. 

But before this is done the Regents of the University (of whom 
Admiral Rimitz is one) must approve the project. 

3. In his position as Regent, Admiral Rimitz has established 
a long history of rejecting Navy projects for the University which 
in his opinion did not benefit the Navy. The letter from General 
Canine is to circumvent this possibility. 

4. The scientist mentioned in the last paragraph of the letter, 
who is to confer with Admiral Rimitz, is the undersized.

I am writing this letter In the hope that you will accept 
and use some Information in connection with negotiation* whteh, 

X understand, are to be planned between the Office of Naval 
Hesearoh and the University of California* 

for the paat several years the Institute for Numerical 
Analysis ha* operated on the campus of the University of California 
at Los Angela*, under an arrangement between the University and 
the National Bureau of Standards. X have been told that the Depart- 
laent of Co amerce Committee for the Evaluation of the National 
Bureau of Standard* ha* requested the Director of the Bureau to 
approach the University with regard to the possibility of the 
University undertaking the operation of the Institute. 

This Agency h&s participated in the program of the Institute 
during the last two years, the greater part of the activity taking 
place In the summer month*. This has been accomplished through 
a transfer of funds via the Office of Naval Research. I believe 
that continuation of this participation Is urgently necessary 
in the development of knowledge basic in our work. X am writing 
to you about it mainly becaue# of its classified aspects. 

It is our hope to continue our participation In the research 
in n*J*eri<wil analysle conducted at the Institute in approximately 
the style sot during the last two summers. 7hi s involves confer- 
ences of high security classification, but It is our intention that 
these classified conferences will not Inhibit the program consider- 
ably, and that the mathematician* and scientists participating 
will continue to contribute valuably to the general mathematical 
and scientific community while they are in Lot Angeles. 

I shall be greatly relieved if you could undertake to guar- 
antee to the Regents the Importance sod the mathematical and nu- 
merical depth of the work we attempt in this program. In this 
respect, the official position you last occupied in active capacity 
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enables you to uk« rush an •valuation* vMoh would be bard other- 
wise to present to the Xegente 'because of security matter*. Tou 
will recall the type of work undertaken by the U. S. Pacific fleet 
Badlo Unit under Captain V. B« Ooggine* Obtain J. S. Harper, and 
other* vbo were aeab#r* of your staff when you were Oonaander in 
Chief, U, S. Paciflo fleet and Pacific Oeeaa Area*. Thi* Agency 
ie atslgned the overall direction in the Eepartaent of ^tefenee of 
tide extreaely eeaeitive work* 

If you would consider undertaking such a guarantee, I hope 
that you will perait se to have one of our scientists visit you 
and present examples of our desires. He is entirely fatal liar 
with the scientific requirenents for attacking our probleoe and 
with the state of solution of the outstanding problem. He een 
assure you of our opinion of the Institute for Hunerioal Analysis 
as an organisation of high value to the scientific effort of the 
nation and of unique value to us. I also understand that 
Dr, C, B. Tomukin*, the Acting Director of the Institute, will be 
available at your convenience to participate in such a conference 
if you desire. Dr Toepktne has long been fsniliar with many of 
our problem both as an officer assigned to OP NAT and to fflUPac 
during the war and as one of ray occasional advisers recently I 
believe that our scientist can infora you of our state of need 
and that Dr. foapkln* can tell you how our probloat have affected 
the Institute in the past.
